Mr. Dick of Ohio Has 
a Bill to Suit. 


Will Permit of Appeals from 
Secretary of Interior. 


Philippine Government 
Measure Adopted. 


(BY DIRECT WIRES TO THE TIMES.) 
ASHINGTON, June 3.—[{Exclu- 
sive Diepatch.] There seems to 
be absolutely no limit to the per- 

severance of Southern California 
“scrippers” in their determination to 
get a decision that will give them, 
through their forest reserve lieu land 
scrip, control of a considerable part of 
the California oil lands. The history 
of these cases is that the local land 
Office at Los Angeles decided against 
the “scrippers,” and an appeal was 
taken to the General Land Office at 
Washington, where they were again 
decided adversely. Then they appealed 
to the Secretary of the Interior and got 
another adverse decision. Now they 
have resorted to their last hope, under 
the existing law, and ask the District 
‘of Columbia courts to allow a writ of 
mandamus to compel the Secretary of 
the Interior to decide as they want 
him to decide. 

It is morally certain that thie decis- 
ion will be against the “scrippers,” 
also, and they have taken steps to get 


‘| from Congress new legislation that will 


permit them to commence this litiga- 
tion all over again, and finally take an 
appeal from the Secretary of the In- 
terior to the Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia, and if that court 
shall decide against them, then to the 
Supreme .Court of the United States. 
This remarkably daring iegisiation is 
__ | contained in the bill introduced in Con- 
gress by Representative Dick of Ohio, 
and now pending in amended form 
before the House Judiciary Committee, 
where there was a hearing upon it to- 
day, when ex-Senator Thurston of Ne- 
braska. attorney for the “scrippers.” 
appeared in support of the bill. 
Thurston was the only one appearing 
before the committee. Nobody was

So Representative Dick's 
bill, which is the basis of the proposed 
legislation, provides that jurisdiction 
on appeal from the final decision or 
order of the Secretary of the Interior

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The Philip- 
pine Government Bill, as passed by the 
Senate today, approves the action of 
the President in creating the Philip- 
pine Commission and the offices 
civil governor and vice-governor of 
the islands. and authorizes the gov- 
ernor and vice-governor to exercise the 
Powers of government as directed by 
execultive orders. Future appoint- 
ments of the governor or vice-gov- 
shall be made by the President. 
8 advice and consent ot the 


* “bill of rights’ of the United 
States Constitution is applied to the 
Philippine Islands, with the exception 
of the right to bear arms and the right 
to a trial by jury. The Supreme Court 
and other courts of the islands shall 
exefcise jurisdiction, as heretofore pro- 
vided by the Philippine Commission. 
and the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent and the Senate, the others by the 
civil governor and the commission. 

The action of the President of the 
United States in levying and collect- 
ing taxes is approved. All the inhabi. 
tants of the Philippine Islands are 
deemed to be citizens of the Philippine 
Islands, and entitled to the protection 
of the United States. When the insur- 
rection in the islands shall have been 
subdued, a careful 


— 


shall make a full report the Prest- 
dent and make recommendati as to 


future government. 

Meantime the Philippine Commission 
is authorized to establish municipal 
and provisional governments with pop- 
ular representative government, so far 
and as fast as the communities are 
capable and fit for the same, the 
Philippine Commission being author- 
ized to determine the qualifications. for 
the electors. The President is author- 
ized to regulate the commercial inter- 
course with the archipelago in the in- 
terest of the general welfare. The 
government of the Philippines is 
authorized to privide for the needs 
of commerce by improving harbors and 
navigable rivers, providing the ware- 
houses, lighthouses, signal stations, 


etc. 

All land in the Philippines is placed 
under the control of the Philippine 
Commission for the benefit of the in- 
habitants of the island, except such 
as may be ceded for the use of the 
United States. 

The government ot the Philippines 
shall make rules and regulations for

STRIKERS. 


Keep Police Busy 
in Chicago. 


Many Casualties Result 
from Encounters. 


Desperate Efforts to Stop 
Delivery of Meat. 


Miners’ Strike Developments— 
Laundrymen Quit Work. f 
Liembourg Riots. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


HICAGO, June 3.—Chicago's police 
were given a strenuous life today 
by the striking packing-house 
teamsters. From daylight this morn- 
ing until after dark tonight the blue 
coats were kept busy dispersing trou- 
ble-makers, who congregated along the 
streets, and in every conceivable man- 
ner placed obstacles In the way of the 
meat dealers, who endeavored to move 
their supply wagons with non-union 
drivers. 

In spite of the striking teamsters and 
their friends thirty-three wagonloads of 
meat were delivered from the stock 
yards to downtown stations. Before 
the task was accomplished, however, 
a score of policemen and rioters had 
been injured, and fully fifty persons 
had been placed under arrest. Severs! 
of the injured were in such a serio‘ls 
condition that they were taken to hos- 
pitals. Two of them may die. 

When the procession of wagons 
the packing-house district they were 
guarded by a heavy detail of police. 
As soon as the wagons emerged at the 
entrance of the yards fully 500 enrag7d 
strike sympathizers made a rush to 
overturn the conveyances. The police- 
men drew their clubs, and after a hard 
struggle scattered the mob. A fresh 
start was made, but before the wagons 
reached the downtown district the mob, 
augmented by hbundreda of sympathiz- 
ers, made another attack. In the fight 
that followed revolvers were drawn. 
No person was shot, the police instead 
using their clubs indiecriminately and 
a dozen or more persons were hurt be- 
fore the march could be resumed. 

When the central portion of the city 
was reached clashes between the police 
and the crowd became numerous, street 
car traffic was an impossibility, and 
it was necessary for several squads of 
police to charge the crowds with bat- 
ons before the Wagons had reached the 
various downtown houses. 

To add to the burdens of the Police 
Department 1300 drivers and their heip- 
ers employed by the State-street gen- 
eral retail merchandise department 
Stores went on strike today. An at- 
tempt was made to deliver “depart- 
ment store” goods in the downtown 
district this afternoon with non-union 
drivers, under police protection, but so 
much disorder developed that the at- 
tempt proved futile. Before the project 
was abandoned several rioters were 
hurt and many arrests were made. 


ONE MAN WOUNDED.

CLARK STREET RIOT. 

(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.)} 

CHICAGO, June 3.—Riotipg broke out 
again in the streets of Chicago today 
as the result of the packing-house 
teamsters strike. AMhough great fre- 
caution had been taken by the police 
to prevent crowds from congregating 
Where wagons were carrying meat 
under the ban of the strikers, the at- 
tempt to move a caravan of twenty- 
four wagons under police protection, 
from the yards met with conflict. The 
rioting took place in South Clark 
street, in front of the stores of Irwin 
Bros. and Wagner, wholesale dealers, 
using meat from the big packers. 
Wagons from the yards were driven to 
these stores, and were being unloaded 
when a crowd of spectators and strik- 
ers began hooting and interfering with 


the non-union drivers. The distur- | 


bance drew a mob of nearly 2000 people 
to the scene. 


The police who were guarding the 
wagon tried to preserve order, but 
were not successful. The two yg 
brothers seized ax handies 
company wit the police, t 
back the crowd. In the melee, Isaac 
Bean was thrown down a stairway and 
had his back broken. A passing street 
car overturned a patrol wagon on the 
way to the riots, and dumped the po- 
licemen into the street., A score or 
more of people were ed, but were 
released again. In other sections of the 
city attempts were made to move meat, 
but because of the large gatherings of 
people to watch the trouble, the 
Wagons were put back to the ware- 
houses and unloaded. 

While disturbances were going on 
over the strike by the stock yards 
teamsters, the ten big State Street de- 

stores were seriously handi-

a joint ultimatum against the 111 
and its methods. They they 
would brook no interference . een 
their employés and themselves by or- 
ganizers; that there had been no difi- 
culty until the organizers assumed un 
authority to dictate terms; that the 
wage scale was equitable, and would 
be continued,in force as at present, 
and that the ‘men would have to leavs 
their employment if they insisted on 
union dictation. 

Two revolver battles marked the 
rioting that attended the progress of 
the meat caravan from the yards to 
the city stores. After the riot at the 
Irwin Bros.’ place the wagon train 
moved on, interrupted by a growing 
mob of men and boys. As State an4 
Polk street was reached, a Getective 
on horseback, annoyed beyond endur- 
ance by blows and jeers, drew a re- 
volver and fired. A little farther on, 
at Michigan avenue, in front of a new 
building, the drivers were assailed ty 
a quantity of bricks and mortar. One } 
driver fired three times into the crowd, 
but as far as could be learned, no ore 
was injured. Other encounters took 
place along the route of the meat 
train.

(BY “HE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.i 
LANSING (Mich.) June 3.—Willlam 
White, ex-Quartermaster-General of 
the Michigan National Guard, today in 
his testimony before the Supreme Court 
in the disbarment proceedings against 
Attorney E. 8 Ross of Kalamazoo, told 
for the first time the full story of the 
State military clothing frauds, and 
declared that Col. Eli R. Sutton of De- 
troit, who was acquitted of complicity 
in them by a jury, was a party to the 
fraud, and received his share of the 
profits. His testimony created a sensa- 
tion, in view of Sutton's indictment 
and subsequent acquitta] after a long 
and bitterly fought trial. The disbar- 
ment proceedings agoinst Ross are 
based on his alleged connection with 
the fraude as a director of the Hender- 
son-Ames Company of Kalamazoo. 

In 1899 a quantity of military clothing 
that the State held under the Spanish 
war act was sold to the Illinois Supply 
Company by the State military board 
for $10,500, and then the same clothing 
subsequeatly was repurchased by the 
board for the use of the National 
Guard for more than $50,000. White 
testified today that the fictitious Illl- 
nois Supply Company was composed of 
himself, Sutton of Detroit, Gen. Arthur 
F. Marsh, Inspector-General of the 
Michigan National Guard, and a mem- 
ber of the military board, and the Hen- 
derson-Ames Company of Kalamazoo. 

The plan of organizing the fictitious 
company was suggested, White said, 
by an agent of the Henderson-Ames 
Company. After the sale of the cloth- 
ing to the Illinois Supply Company, its 
shipment to the Henderson-Ames fac- 
tory at Kalamazoo, where it was re- 
ticketed and refurnished, and then its 
repurchase by the State from 
that company as new clothing 
followed. White testified that the. 
original investment in the Illinois Sup- 
ply Company and $51,000 in profits was 
returned and divided among Sutton, 
Marsh and himself. 

White and Marsh both pleaded guilty 
in the Circuit Court to the charges 
brought against them as a result of 
the deal, and were pardoned by the 
late Gov. Pingree. ;

The bill provides, at length, how 
claims, both agricultural and mineral, 
shall be located, and the Philippine 
Commission is authorized to establish 
a mining bureau. The government of 
the Philippine Islands is authorized 
to acquire and convey title to real and 
personal property and to acquire real 
estate for public uses by the right of 
eminent domain; the Philippine Com- 
mission is authorized to acquire the 
friar lands, and is empowered to is- 
sue bonds to pay for them. These 
lands, once acquired, shall be a part of 
the domain of the United States, and 
may be disposed of as such. 

Upon the Supreme Court of the 
United States is conferred the right 
to review the decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the Philippines. 

Municipalities are authorized to 1s- 
sue bonds for municipal improvements 
with the consent of the Presidens and 
Congress, the entire indetledness of 
any municipality not to exceed 5 per 
cent. of the assessed valuation of the 
property.

Subsidiary coins of silver also may be 
coined at the Manila mint under re- 
strictions similar to those regulating 
the coinage of the dollar. The dollar 
shall be legal tender in the Philippines 
for public and private debts, except 
where otherwise stipulated. Silver 
certificates may be issued for deposits 
of Philippine dollars in sums of $20 
or more. Other minor subsidiary coins 
are provided for. 

The bill also continues the Division 
of Insular Affairs of the War part- 
ment, the chief of which shall have 
the rank of a colonel of the United 
States Army.

SUPREME COURT SALARIES. 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—An amen4- 
ment was agreed to providing that the 
Supreme Court of the islands shall 
possess and exercise jurisdiction as 
heretofore provided and such additional 
jurisdiction as shall be provided here- 
after by the Philippine Commission. 
Mr. Lodge explained that the bills 
purpose was that the commission 
should not diminish the present pow- 
ers of the Supreme Court. Another 
amendment agreed to provided that the 
members of the Supreme Court should 
continue to receive the salaries ‘hey 
now receive until otherwise provided 
by Congress. The present salaries, Mr.

NEBRASKA MAN'S COMPROMISE.

— Senator 
Deitrich of Nebraska, who stands with 
the beet-sugar interests in opposition 
to the reduction of the duty on Cuban 
sugars as proposed by the Republican 
members of the Senate Committee on 
Cuban Relations, today introduced a 
bill on the subject which he thinks 
will be accepted as a compromise 
measure.

THAT WHITE HOUSE TALK. 


IT AROUSES FRESH INTEREST.

NATURALIZED AMERICAN. 


IMPRISONED IN TURKEY. 

(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.j 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Referring 
to the published report from Vienna 
that a dispute has arised between the 
United States and Turkey as a result 
of the wrongful arrest of Armenian 
who are American citizens, at Smyrna 
and Beyrout, it is stated here that only 
one of the cases referred to has been 
brought to th: attention of the State 
Department thus far, and that it is 
the one which arose at Smyrna. This 
was the case of Agop Aprahamin, who 
was naturalized in the United States 
January 4, 1901. The investigation 
shows that the next day he sailed for 
Turkey under an American passport. 
At Smyrna he was arrested on a 
charge of complicity with a revolution- 
ary committee in a conspiracy to over- 
throw the Turkish government. The 
State Department has been add 
itself to the Turkish government in 
this case, which is yet open. 

The Turkish government in the 
has arrested a number of Armenians 
who returned to Turkey on American 
passports, and always has refused to 
admit the right of a Turkish subject 
to expatriate himself. Generally, in 
such cases, however, out of deference 
to the United States representations, it 
has freed the persons on condition that 
they leave Turkey. 


BUENCAMINO EXPLAINS 


HIS CHANGE OF VIEWS.

In the address of Buencamino to the 
American Congress the witness de- 
clared that President McKinley was 
seeking by force of arms to impose 
American sovereignty on the Philip- 
pines, and thereby brothers were be- 
ing divided and the country rent asun- 
der. Sefior Buencamino said this was 
written in August, 1899, at which time 
he believed that independence was the 
only means of protecting life and 
property in the Philippines, and that 
no confidence could be placed in any 
foreign sovereignty. 

Since then, however, he had come to 
better understand American sov- 
ereignty and to uphold it as suited to 
Philippine conditions. 

When Mr. Jones sought to develop 
inconsistencies in some of Buenca- 
mino's statements and his present at- 
titude, the witness arose and declared 
that he and his people were not so 
much interested in past acts, but in 
curing wounds of war and looking to 
the future. This brought on a sharp 
controversy among the members as to 
holding the witness to a strict re- 
sponse.

BALLIET DEFENSE. 


Prof. Ireland Testifies to Possabilities 
of the White Swan and is to Be Paid 
Liberally by Defendant.

DPS MOINES (lowa) June 3.—Letson 
Balliet took the witness stand in his 
own defense today, but merely for the 
purpose of corroborating certain fea- 
tures of the evidence of other wit- 
nesses for the defense.

TROUBLESOME WATER QUESTION 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SAN DIEGO, June 3.—At the meet- 
ing last evening of the City Council 
the water question bobbed up as usual. 
A proposed ordinance was read, which 
authorizes the city to enter into «a 
contract with the San Diego Flume 
Company to supply the city with 30,- 
000,000 gallons of water, at a cost of 
5 cents per 1000 gallons, said contract 
to remain in force during the.months of 
June, July, August, September and Oc- 
tober.

The Governor's talk about a “crowd 
of newspaper bosses who are endeav- 
oring to wrest the government of the 
State from the people” is too ineffably 
silly and demagogical for serious dis- 
cussion. Mr. Gage makes the absurd 
and stupid mistake of assuming that 
because he occuples the position of 
Governor of the State he is beyond 
criticism. He assumes that he is the 
especial custodian of the honor of the 
State. He is wrong there: other citi- 
zens have a right to be heard when 


the honor of California is involved, | 


and their judgment as to when it is in 
jeopardy is entitled to some consider- 
ation. Since his occupancy of the 
office he has been ridiculously and 
childishly impatient of all criticism of 
his public acts. He has, in effect, 
sought to discredit or to silence 
all those who presumed to -nes- 
tion the wisdom or expediency 
of his acts and methods. He 
hag endeavored, through his pub- 
lic utterances and through his sub- 
servient henchmen, to dictate not 
merely the policies of the Republican 
party. but to dominate the consciences 
of those who dared to differ from him, 
and to dictate to independent Republi- 
can journals. This spirit of dictation 
was well illustrated in his egotistical 
declaration, read before the Republi- 
can League Convention at San José, 
that “I desire and expect“ a renomina- 
tion for the Governorship. 

The Republican delegates will be the 
judges of that, ard not all of them 


can be dictated to by Henry T. Gage, 


who must know—and if he does not 
know he will in due time be taught 
that he cannot succeed in the role of 
a dictator: that as Governor of the 
State, his public acts, methods and 
policies are open to free and full dis- 
cussion by the free press, by the dele- 
gates, and by the public at large. 

—No divinity hedges about the office 
of Governor. 
wrong” is a saying which cannot be 
paraphrased to fit the gubernatorial 
office, however highly Mr. Gage tay 
estimate his own importance as the 
custodian of a little brief authority 

Governors are for a day; they are 
liable to be cut down as a over und 
wither in a day, under the hot breath 
of an indignant public opinion. 

As an individual Mr. Gage is no 
more and mo less than any other citl- 
zen. He may storm and rage and 
threaten, but before the law he is 
simply and solely a citizen, with the 
same rights, privileges and immunities 
as other citizens, but no more. Let 
him appeal to the law if he sees fit. 
It is his right—indisputable, indefeas- 
ible. But, appealing to the law, he 
must abide by the law's arbitra- 
ment, like any other citizen. He 
may find that he has been quite too 
confident in boasting and threatening 
that he will “punish” and “chastise” 
his critics of the “triumvirate” press. 
The Governor does not yet dominate 
the courts, and cannot dictate to 
judges and juries. 

The Times is ready to face the issue, 
and is prepared for the just conse- 
quences of its acts, whatever they 
may be. 

Mr. Gage’s campaign pronuncia- 
miento was designed to silence his 
critics and to split the ear of the 
groundiings and of the machine gang: 
it may accomplish the latter, but will 


fail of the former result. .

HE NORTHERN CITRUS BELT. 


The San Francisco Chronicle, in 


following out its excellent idea of 
publishing weekly a large department 
devoted to the development of Cen- 
tral and Northern California, recently 
published an array of statistics in re- 
gard to citrus fruit culture in North- 


ern California, which the Davisville 


Enterprise thinks should convince The 
Times that the northern people are 
“doing it.“ According to the report 
of the Chronicle, there are 9007 acres 
of bearing citrus fruit trees in the 
Sacramento Valley alone, 3688 acres 
of non-bearing citrus fruit trees, and 
in addition, during the year 1901-2, 
there has been planted to citrus fruit 
trope, 1603 acres, making a total area 
in the Sacramento Valley devoted to 
citrus fruit culture of 14,239 acres. 
This related only to the Sacramento 
Valley. In other sections of Northern 
California there are a number of or- 
ange trees, especially in Butte county, 
which worked up quite a boom in or- 
ange culture about twelve years ago. 
The Times has never denied that it 
is possible to plant orange trees north 
of the Tehachepl. That such is the 
cage is amply proved by the fact that 
during the past fifteen years hundreds 
of thousands of orange trees have 
been shipped north by the nursery- 
men of Southern California. Nor have 
we ever denied that, in a few climati- 
cally favored sections of limited area 
along the foothills of Central and 
Northern California, the orange tree 
may be depended upon to produce 
fruit, with little if any less danger 
from frost than in the average or- 
ange growing sections of Southern 
California. This is due less to the 
comparative absence of frost than to 
the fact that the orange in Central 
and Northern California ripens early. 
being marketed before Christmas, and 
go they escape the effects of any ex- 
cept early winter frosts. 3 
When it comes to a question of pro- 


‘ducing oranges on a scale of commer- 


cial magnitude over a considerable 
area of territory, that is another 
question. It may be that experts in 
this section of the State have all been 
mistaken, and thet, as some of our 
optimistic northern contemporaries 
claim, the orange may be raised al- 
most anywhere in California, from 
Siskiyou to San Diego. If such is the 
case, the returns do not, so far, 
prove it, Notwithstanding the fact 
that the northern people have been 
planting oranges for twenty years 
past, the shipments of oranges from 
north of thé Tehachepi last year were 
not more than 5 per cent. of the 
shipments from the four counties of 
Los Angeles, Orange, Riverside and 


continue to pursue the ignis fatuus 
of orange growing, that is their af- 
fair. We shall be glad to see them 
succeed, and to record their success. 
The growing population of the United 
States will take all the oranges that 
Califomia can produce, north and 
south. We do think, however, that 
our northern friends would be wiser 
in making a specialty of something in 
which they may safely excel, such as 
the wonderful square miles of prune 
and peach, and cherry orchards, which 
recently formed the feature of an in- 
teresting festival in Santa Clara 
county. It is true that, apart from 
its commercial value, there is a glamor 
about the orange which attracts and 
charms many Eastern people, and has 
undoubtedly done much toward set- 
tling up Southern California with 
Easterners of an esthetic taste. 
frost-bitten and wilted orange grove 
will, however, do more to discourage 
immigration than can be encouraged 
by a square mile of blossoming peach, 
prune and cherry trees.

HE CHICAGO STRIKE. 


Matters are taking the usual) 


course in the strike of the Chicago 
teamsters. The old story of rioting 
and lawlessness is being repeated, 
with but little variation. Not  satis- 
fied with leaving employment that, 
for one reason or another, is not sat- 
isfactory to them, the strikers are re- 
sorting to the usual lawless practices 
in trying to prevent their employers 
from doing business without them. 
These strikers are endeavoring to dic- 
tate to the people of the entire com- 
munity whom the latter shall and 
shall not trade with. Those who pat- 
ronize the establishments against 
which the strikers have declared war 
are annoyed by having their supplies 
of ice, coal, and other necessaries cut 
off. In short, all sorts of coercive and 
dastardly methods are resorted to for 
the purpose of compelling the 
packing-house to employ the strikers 


at the latter's terms or clase up their 


business, and for coercing the public 
at large into assisting the strikers in 
enforcing their unreasonable demands. 

By unreasonable demands, in this 
connection, is not meant the demands 
of the strikers for higher wages, 
shorter hours, or any other terms of 
employment which they may see fit 
to ask of their employers. They have 


an unquestioned right to make de- 


mands of this nature, individually or 
collectively, and to refuse to work un- 
less their demands are complied with. 
But their rights in the premises be- 
gin and end there. They have no 
right, either moral or legal, to inter- 
fere with their late employers, nor 
with any other firms, individuals or 
corporations engaged in the transac- 
tion of legitimate business. 

The packers have a moral, legal and 
constitutional right to employ other 
men, if they can get them, to peform 
the work which the strikers refuse to 
perform. Any man who is willing to 
work for the packers upon such terms 


as may be mutually agreed upon has 


an indefeasible, moral and legal right 
to do so and no man nor association 
of men has or can have a right to 
stop him. Every citizen has the right 
to trade with whom he pleases, if the 
traffic be not of a kind forbidden by 
law. Forcible interference with these 
fundamental rights is criminal, and 
should be punished as such. 

To state these propositions is to 
demonstrate them, for their truth is 
obvious and indisputable. Yet these 
fundamental rights of free citizens are 
violated, wantonly and ruthlessly. in 
nearly every labor strike. These wan- 
ton violations of law, and of the 
fundamental principles of justice as 
between man and man, are fast mak- 
ing of labor unionism a reproach and 
a byword. It is impossible for self- 
respecting Americans to countenance, 
excuse or palliate the disreputable 
tactics habitually resorted to by 
striker to enforce their demands. 
Such practices are un-American, and 
can never be upheld by public -senti- 
ment in a land where freedom of con- 
science and of action is one of the 
corner-stones of the government. 


The terms of peace granted to fe 
Boers are sufficiently liberal to delight 
the most exacting; and the suggestion 
that “Great Britain has the peace and 
the Boers the honor“ is not altogether 
fanciful. But the King made a demand 
for peace that his coronation might 
not be had under the shadow of war, 
and it is doubtless well for all con- 
cerned that matters are as they are. 
The Boer prisoners are jubilant over 
the end of the contest, as is but nat- 
ural, and they are fraternizing with 
the British soldiery in a way that gives 
glorious promise that the future of 
the Transvaal country is to be one of 
peace, prosperity, development. ad- 
vancement and happiness. With war 
practically at an end in the Philip- 
pines, according to the best testimony 
available, the land of Uncle Sam like- 
wise has occasion to do a [little re- 
joicing on its own account, and we 
therefore present our felicitations to 
the mother country with added zest 
and earnestness. Now, let us all get 
to work to keep the peace: grow in 
grace; lift up the fallen: heip the 
lowly; educate the ignorant: enlighten 
the benighted: fructify the waste 
places; trim up the brush, and make 
the deserts blossom until all the land 
is the garden spot that God will help 
us to make it if we will but lend a 
hand.

AUTHORS ABROAD. 

AN ECHO OF THE PAST HEARD 
IN THE COURTS. 

Staff Correspondence of The Times.) 

ONDON, May 21.—There was a 

strange echo from the past in the 

law reports of a few days a 
reminiscence of a life as gay and as 
sad as could well be found. Nicholls 
Crouch, who gave Kathleen 
Ma vourneen“ to the world, died in 
Baltimore some ten years ago, after an 
unhappy childhood, a youth of promise, 
a middle age of fame and gaiety and 
an old age of bitterness and poverty. 
At the age of seventy he became an 
apprentice to a furniture maker and 
family, one of whom s a child 
when the father was sixty-nine. It 
seems that in the dashing extrava- 
gances of his early successes in Lon- 
don, he had become a bankrupt, and 
that an important, if not the only item 
of property passing at that time into 
the receiver's hands, was a bit of gar- 
den plot in Pentonville, neag London, 
where Crouch was born. At the time 
of the bankruptcy the garden brought 
in an income of exactly $150 a year. It 
increased in value until now, a lifetime 
later, it has been sold for enough to 
pay the heirs of the creditors a fair 
share of the total indebtedness, long 
since forgotten. It is said that al- 
though the composer of “Kathleen 


Mavourneen” never got a penny out of 
a song almost as famous as Home, 


for some years he struggled on at a 
day laborer's wage to support a red i 


Sweet Home,” written by his friend 
Payne, the various publishers made 
nearly $100,008 out of it. The com- 


poser had another title to fame less 
glorious than the authorship of ‘‘Kath- 
leen Mavourneen,” for Cora Pearl, most 
famous of Parisian demi-mondaines in 
her time, declared in her published 


memoirs that Crouch was her father. 


According to John Ruskin's old friend 
and publisher, George Allen, there is 
a large amount of Ruskin material yet 
unpublished. He is the possessor of 
the original MSS, of ‘The Stones of 
Venice,“ Modern Painters,” and 
others of Ruskin's works, and has 
found in them many passages that did 
not get into print. “For instance,” 
he says, “an examination of ‘The 
Seven Lamps shows that it contains 
about 8000 werds that Ruskin had de- 
leted.“ Some of it probably will get 
into the new edition of Ruskin's works 
now about to be published.

Day for ‘the Confederate Dead.

Under the pete of Robert E. Lee 
Chapter, Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy, impressive memorial services were 
yesterday held in the T. M. C. A audi 
torium, in honor of the Confederate 
dead. 

Yesterday was the anniversary of the 
birth of Jefferson Davis, and it ts 
the day annually selected by the South- 


ern residents of. Los Angeles for the 


ceremonies, no general day having 
been set apart. 

The whole scene was pathetic in the 
extreme. Less than a hundred per- 
sons were gathered in the hall, 
it is probable that all who sat there, 
with bowed heads and tearful eyes, 
wept not for the “lost cause,” but 
for the son, husband or brother whose 
ashes rest in yonder cemetery. 

The stage was handsomely ‘decorated, 
the Confederate colors being exploited 
in red and white flowers. The desk 
was covered with the Stars and Stripes 
and to the left stood a large portrait 
of Gen. Robert E. Lee elaborately dec- 
orated in red and white. with the 
Stars and Stripes for a background.

ARE NEXT IN LINE. 


— 


CALIFORNIA CAPITAL HELPING TO 
OPEN THEM UP. 


Possibilities of Fossil Field—Oil Prices 
in Kern River Tightening, With New 
Contracts Being Made—Making 
of Oil Districts. 


“Wyoming is next In line,” writes A. 
D. Darcy, a local oil operator, who 
was recently attracted to the Wyoming 
fields by the reports of its great pos- 
sibilities. 

After. a personal inspection of the 

much-talked-of Fossil and Evanston 
districts, Mr. Darcy expresses the opin- 
ion that within a few months one of 
the biggest light-oil fields in the West 
will be opened up in Wyoming. There 
are now about fifteen rigs at work 
over a field about thirty miles long, 
four of the rigs being near the town 
of Fossil. 

Some of the strongest of California's 
operators, it is learned, are showing 
their faith in the new country. The 
Canfield interests now have three rigs 
at work. E. L. Doheny and asssociates, 
including Senator Clark, are drilling, 
having already located over forty thou- 
sand acres of land. The Crockers of 
San Francisco are also in it. They 
already have three rigs operating, and 
are planning even more extensive 
work. 

The ofl of these new districts is 
out of the ordinary, as is found by 
analysis of the product from one of 
the completed wells. It shows by dis- 
tillation 15 per cent. gasoline and ben- 
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zine, 33 per cent. light illuminating, 26 
per cent. heavy illuminating, and the 
balance lubricating and paraffine. It 
has but one-tenth of 1 per cent. sul- 
phur. This oil is said to be worth 
close to $8 a barrel at the wells. 

Although but little of this product 
has been found, there are excellent 
indications in many portions of the 
Fossil field, and the operators now at 
work are confident of great returns. 
At present the deepest well is close to 
1200 feet, while the one shallow well 
brought in was finished at 150 feet. In 
the former hole, three distinct strata 
of oil-bearing sand were passed.

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Graduation of Nurses of Good Samari- 
tan Hospital—Add@ress Full of Point 
by Robert J. Burdette, Who Was In- 
troduced by the Bishop. 


The training school for nurses, under 
the management of the Good Samari- 
tan Hspital (Mrs. Pahl, matron.) grad- 
uated its class of 1902 last evening in 
the hall of the Pro-Cathedral. The 
programme was as follows: Overture, 
Romantique (Bela,) Carl Angeloty'’s 
Orchestra; opening remarks, by Bishop 
Johnson, president of the hospital; 
sextette from “Lucia,” orchestra: ad- 
dress to graduating class, Robert J. 
Burdette; “Aignus Dei" (Bizet.) or- 
chestra; presentation of certificates to 
the members of the graduating class, 
Bishop Johnson. 

The graduating nurses are Gertrude 
L. Tobin, Antoinette Spiers, Pearl Eva 
Matthews, A. Louise Nelson, Fannie 
A. Wheeier, Bertha Pahl, Nettie Kirby, 
Sarah N. Caldwell. 

Bishop Johnson led the assembly in 
prayer, and then introduced Mr. Bur- 
dette, the speaker of the evening. To 
the nurses, Bishop Johnson said: 
“When Mr. Burdette talks to you of 
your duty, it will sound very differ- 


ently than if Mrs. Pahl or 1 said it. 


It is not such a difficult thing to tell 
people their duty; but it is a great 
thing to be able to tell people their 
duty in such a way that they simply 
yearn to do it.” ; 

Mr. Burdette was in his happ'test 
vein, and delivered an address at once 
pungent and profoundly thoughtful.

WILL BUILD. 


Political’ Club Planning 
Members’ Home. 
Wigwam for Fourth 
Ward Republicans. 
— for Councilmanic 
Honors Throw Banners 
to the Breeze. 


Following the lead of the Califor- 
nia Club, the Union League is plan- 
ning the erection of a club builld'ng 
that in its appointments will far ex- 
ceed anything of the kind now ‘in Los 
Angeles. 

With a membership of more than 
250 and the prospect of nearly double 
that number in a short time, the Un- 
fon League already has outgrown its 
present well-appointed quarters at No. 
230% South Spring street, and the ne- 
cessity is pressing for adequate acdom- 
modations. Very soon it is felt that 
a change must be made, and, as ive 
organization is so popular and its 
financial condition ic so satisfactory, 
it has been decided that the erection 
of a building not only will fill the 
pressing need, but will prove to be an 
excellent investment. 

The plan is to erect a clubhouse to 
cost not less than $50,000 on a site 
hereafter to be selevted. A centrally- 
located lot will be purchased or leased 
for a long term of years, on which it 
is proposed to place a four-story build- 
ing of modern construction. The pri- 
mary idea is to make it an ideal club 
home, but the question of supporting 
income also has been considered, and 
it is likely that the lower floor and 
some offices will be rented. 

Substantial subscriptions have been 
promised by members of the Un- 
fon League and by wealthy outsiders 
who are interested in its growth, and 
who see in the project an opportunity 
for good investment. It is likely that 
a stock company will be formed and 
that shares will be sold to members 
and to investors. Several bankers have 
assured the offigers of the club that 
they stand ready to furnish the nec- 
essary funds, thereby strengthening 
faith in the success of the venture. 

According to the plans now in view 
there will be large parlors, reading and 
billiard rooms, a café, and all the 
other appointments of an up-to-date 
club. A large gymnasium ul be a 
special feature, the club being esgen- 
tially a young men's organization, and 
the demand being great for such an 
adjunct. The installation t shower, 
tub and possibly a plunge bath is con- 
templated. 

FOURTH WARD CLUD ACTIVE. 

Politics is warming in the Fourth 
Ward, and the Republican club of that 
section of the city is making ective 
preparations for a lively campaign. In 
legs than two weeks the club will pitch 

a large tent on Figueroa street, near 
— which will serve as political 
headquarters for the orgnaization. The 
tent will be 60x100 feet in size and will 
Seat several hundred persons. Ar- 
rangements are being made for the 


opening meeti of the campaign, 
will be sometime before the 
first of July, and which will be a 


general rally of Republicans. A brass 
band will furnish music and there will 
be addresses by speakers from every 
ward in the city. 

There are more than 20,000 citizens in 
the Fourth Ward, which embraces 
part of the best residence section of 
Los Angeles, and the membership of 
the Republican club includes a large 
number of influential voters, who are 
united for party success at the polls. 
George I. Cochran ie president of the 
club, W. H. Gill secretary, and Freder- 
ick J. Whiffen treasurer. 

WOULD SHINE IN COUNCIL 

Like stars of a summer evening. 
Councilmanic candidates are beginning 
to twinkle in every ward in the city, 
and, though it is a little early in the 
campaign, they shine with an effulgence 
that is unusual at a time so distant 
from the date of election. The near 
date of the primaries prompts the can- 
didates to place their names before the 
people at this time, and it is expected 
that the political sky will be dotted 
with many more of the astral bodies 
within the next few weeks. 

The hottest fight that so far has de- 
veloped is in the Eighth Ward, where 
Constable George Brown, Republican, 
is striving for the seat now occupied 
by Bob Todd, the big Democratic 
incumbent from de ate. Brown's 
candidacy was announced in The Times 
several weeks ago, and since then the 
former saloon-keeper 
made substantial gains among the 
voters of that ward. Brown, though 
a Republican, is said to have the sup- 
port of “EA Hutch,” the Democratic at- 
torney, whose motto is anything to 
beat Todd.“ Hutch says Todd “threw 
him down” most shamefliv when the 
attorney thought he had @ chance te 
go to the Assembly, and to square 
things El Hutch" is knifing Todd. 

In the Sixth Ward, John H. Foley, 
member of the Board of Education, a 
Democrat, will make the race, and 
several others of. the same political 
faith are said to have their eye on the 
place now occupied by Councilman Al- 
len. Allen has had several bees buz- 
zing in his bonnet, the Mayoralty and 
the Assessorship both having attrac- 
tions for him. The latest report is 
that he will run for Assessor. 

William Wincup, a former member 
of the Board of ucation is said to 
covet the place of Councilman Bowen 
in the Fifth Ward, but there is little 
doing as yet in that section, and pre- 
dictions are made that Bowen may re- 
turn to the Council if he so desires.

F. A. Field, the Congregational minis- 
ter, and George Renscheild, a street 
contractor.

TAFT AND RAMPOLLA. 


‘Substance of the Interview Between 
the Governor of the Philippines and 


the Catholic Prelate. 

{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 

NEW YORK, June 3.—The first meet- 
ing of Gov. Taft and Cardinal Ram- 
polla was extremely cordial, says a 
Rome dispatch to the Tribune. The 
cardinal repeated his ‘sympathy be- 
cause of the indisposition of Goy. Taft, 
and his satisfaction at seeing him. 
They exchanged views as to the dispo- 
sition of the work to be done for a 
friendly solution of the different re- 
ligious questions in the Philippines, 
instead of having recourse to the courts 
or other means which create friction 
and hostility elther toward the church 
or the United States. Gov. Taft added 
that he had no intention to oppose the 
Catholic Church, and was sure that 
if the measures he proposed can be 
they will be adopted, and prove ad- 
vantageous also to the church. Car- 
dinal Rampolla expressed the hope that 
the result of the conferences wil] be 
profitable and of interest both to the 
church and the United States. 

Gov. Taft manifested a desire that 
the conference be so regulated as to 
allow him to take the steamer leav- 
ing Naples July 10, his passage already 
having been booked. Cardinal Ram- 
polla answered that he would report 
immediately to the Pope, who will fig- 
ure in the conferences. An audience 
will probably take place on Thursday.

The State Mining Bureau has just is- 
sued its first register. The new pub- 
lication is devoted to the mines and 
mineral of Placer county, and is com- 
plete in al, respects, giving each mine 
and prospect in the county, with the 
location of the same. 

Accompanying the register is a topo- 
graphical map that is said to be true 
in detail. 

The good work of the bureau will not 
end with Placer county, as it is the 
intention to make similar registers of 
the other counties of the State. San 
Bernardino is to come next. 

LOCAL CAPITAL GETS SCHELL. 

Capital has been secured in this city 
for the development of the Schell cop- 
pér claims in Tonto Basin, Ariz.

ATAL FIGHT IN A 
RAILROAD CABOOSE.

ONE BRAKEMAN KILLS ANOTHER 
| WITH A CLUB. 


. E. Mellus of Los Angeles Takes 
the Life of H. A. Landon in the Yards 
at Colton—Quick Capture of the 
Slayer—Self-defense Claimed, 


COLTON, June 3-—-Dan E. Mellus, a 
special conductor in the employ of the 
Southern Pacific Company, whose home 
is at No. 125 South Avenue Eighteen, 
Los Angeles, struck Herbert A. Lan- 
don of this city, a brakeman, employed 
by the same company, on the head with 
a short club used as a brake-turner 
last night, infilcting injuries from 
which Landon died between 11 and 12 
o'clock last night. 

The tragedy was the culmination of 
long-standing trouble and of Landon’'s 
drunken spree. The killing occurred 
im the caboose of the train on which 
Mellus was acting as one of the brake- 
men. Landon was a switchman in the 
Colton yards, and part of his duties 
Was to assist in the making-up of 
freight trains. It was known that there 
Was ill feeling between him and Mel- 
lus, and when the train on which Mel- 
lus was working came in last night, 
Landon, who had been drinking, began 
abusing him as soon as he saw him. 
Mellus seemed to desire to avoid 
trouble, and left the train. Through- 
gut the evening the two met frequently, 
and each time Landon abused his en- 
emy. While Mellus was seated in the 
caboose, Landon entered and the quar- 
rel was rengwed. During the fight 
Melius seized a small club and struck 
Landon on the head, knocking him 
to the floor, unconscious. He never 
recovered consciousness, and although 
two physicia worked with him until 
* midnight they could not save 

e. 

Mellus left for Los Angeles on his 
train without knowing that Landon 
Was dead. He made no effort to es- 
cape, but as it was not known that 
Landon’s injuries were serious, no at- 
tempt was made to arrest him here. 

He was brought back to Colton this 
m@fternoon from Los Angeles, and at- 
‘tended the inquest, which was con- 
Gucted by Coroner Thompson, at 4 
o'clock. There were no witnesses to 
testify that the deceased had attacked 
Menus in the caboose, but several per- 
Sons testified as to the threats Landon 
had made against Mellus. The jury re- 
turned a non-committal verdict, to the 
effect that Landon had been killed by 
a blow on the head dealt by Mellus. 
After the inquest, Mellus was taken 
fo San Bernardino and lodged in jail.

| HOW MELLUS WAS CAPTURED. 
= The first information the Los Ange- 
authorities had of the murder was 
‘contained in a telegram received at 
8:10 clock yesterday morning from 
Constable Bagley of Colton, stating 
hat a man named Melius had killed 
nother railroad man at Colton: that 
ellus was supposed to be on a train 
gen coming to Los Angeles, and re- 
Mesting that he be arrested. The 
(initials of Mellus were not given, but 
en the telegram was received the 
‘Sheriffs deputies requested the assist- 
@nce of the police department in the 


ere detailed for this purpose. 

When the train arrived at River Sta- 
tion. Conductor Brown stated that Mel 
“ius had boarded his train at Colton, 

but had been told that he must get 
of. “I feared that I might be charged 
With assisiing him to escape if I per- 
mitted him to remain on the train.” 

said Conductor Brown, and there- 
fore I told him that he must leave 
when we stopped at Declez. I know 
that he did get off there, but I have 
reason to believe that after we started 
he boarded the train again and beat 
his way to Los Angeles, dropping off 
before we reached River Station.” 

Acting on this information, the police 

scouring the part of the city be- 
tween the railroad tracks and the 
home of Mellus. Patrolman Hender- 
son and D. L. Craig met a man at East 
Main and Workman streets, and when 
asked who he was, he said: “My name 
fie Mellus. and I am the man you are 
looking for, if you know anything 
About the trouble at Colton.” He was 
placed under arrest and given into 
the custody of Detective Flammer and 
Deputy Sheriff Werden, who arrived 
goon afterward in a buggy. Mellus 
then did not know that the man with 
whom he had had the trouble was dead. 
When informed that he was charged 
with murder, he said: 

“I am sorry for him, for I did not 
intend to kill him. It was a question 
of either putting him out or losing my 
own life. He had assaufted me sev- 
eral times, and in the ca se he came 
at me and I seized the’ first thing 1 
could reach and struck him. I did not 
intend to kill him, but acted only in 
self-defense. He had threatened my 
life, and I tried to avoid him, but he 
finally cornered me in the caboose and 
I had to defend myself. If he had 
not been drinking the trouble would 
not have occurred. 

“In coming to Los Angeles I did not 
attempt to escape. My friends at Col- 
ton advised me to come to Los Angeles, 
where I would be among friends, and I 
came here first to see my wife, who 
is very ill, and second to get some 
money with which to secure the serv- 
ices of an attorney. If I had not been 
captured on the street, I would have 


rendered myself. I know that I can es- 
tablish a case of self-defense, but this 
trouble may kill my wife. I had noth- 
ing against the man I struck, nothing 
whatever. He followed me all over 
Colton. He threw a whisky bottle at 
me and struck me. I went to the 
caboose to avoid him, having heard him 
gay that he would kill me. He followed 
me there and got me in a corner. Then 
as he came at me I struck him with 
something, I don't know what, and he 
fell. 1 did not wait to see how badly 
he was hurt, but left the caboose to 
avold further trouble. As I went out, 
T sent several men to his assistance. 
an4 after that I knew nothing of his 
condition.” 

Mellus was taken to the Police Sta- 
tion. and there given into the custody 
of Deputy Sheriff Werden, who took 
him to the County Jail. The San Ber- 
nardinro officers were notified’ of the 
capture, and Deputy Sheriff Rogers of 
that county came for the prisoner on 
the first train, and took him back to 
Colton.

This indicates 
that there is no prospect of an early 
settlement t the boller-makers“ strike. 
Grand President McNeil of the boiler- 
makers’ organization, has not vet ar- 
rived from Needles, and although the 
local strikers and the railroad officials 
practically arrived at an amicable 
agreement days ago, it could not be 
ratified without the sanction of the 
grand president, who has not yet founa 
time to come to town. Hence the con- 
tinuance of the strike and the conse- 
quent shutting down of the shops that 
contribute so largely to the material 
benefit of the city. | | 

From the pre outlook the trouble 
will not dae ory for some time. The 
railway officials and representatives of 
the shop men have been in conference 
since 5 o'clock, but have not been able 
to reach an agreement. At a conference 
held last night and continued this 
morning, the railroad officials 
agreed to every demand of the 
striking boiler makers in this 
city, but the latter refused to 
go back to work until a settlement Is 
made with the strikers at Needles. This 
seemed to make a settlement out of 
the question, and determined the rail- 
road officials in declaring the lockout 
which was begun today at noon. 

That the Santa Fé has evidently de- 
termined to fight to a finish is shown 
by the fact that they have issued or- 
ders to reduce the — 1 — 
all engines twenty pounds, — 
ing boilers and making the lLiabill- 
ties of accidefits less. 


THE COMPANY’S SIDE. 

STRONG STATEMENT ISSUED. 

With reference to the strikes at San 
Bernardino and Needles and the order 
closing the shops at both places, the 
following official statement was issued 
yesterday from the Los Angeles head- 
quarters of the Santa Fe: 

“It appears that the rate paid boiler 
makers at Needles is 37% cents an 
hour, Winslow being the only other 
division point where wages for simi- 
lar work are as high on the whole 
Santa Fé system. The rate quoted is 
2% cents an hour more than is gener- 
ally paid for this particular kind of 
work. Recently the men at Needles 
made a demand for 40 cents an hour. 
The concession was refused, and the 
committee that waited on the Santa 
Fé division management was informed 
that the 37% cent an hour rate was be- 
ing paid at Needles, and at Winslow 
because of a presumed undestrablility 
of those two stations. For a similar 
reason, the Southern Pacific pays the 
same rate in its shops at Yurna. 

In the meantime, a mechanic at San 
Bernardino had been inetructed to go 
temporarily from that place to Selig- 
man. In transmitting the order, the 
man affected was informed by mistake 
that his transfer was permanent. He 
declined to make the change desired, 
and his associates left their work. 
When the facts were explained to those 
in charge, the dissatisfied employé was 
told that his change was only a tem- 
porary affair, notwithstanding which 
the men refused to work until further 
demands were met. 

Later the San Bernardino men in- 
formed the railway management that 
they would be compelled to remain 
out until the demands made by the 
boiler makers at Needles had been 
complied with. This could not be con- 
ceded, for reasons that must be ap- 
parent, and as no boller makers could 
be obtained, it has been thought ad- 
visable to close down the shops at 
San Bernradino and at Needles. 

How long the lockout will be con- 
tinued is problematical, as we are de- 
termined that the men now out, shal! 
not return to work. Thore men whose 
services are required rave been notified 
by their respective foremen, and the 
old hands and married men will have, 
as far as 2 such work as can 
be provided. 

The car department wil! work as 
The locomotive department at 
San Bernardino wes closed at noon to- 
day (Tuesday,) The repair shops ar 
Needles were closed down Saturday. 


REDLANDS. 

COMPLETED THE CHARTER. 
REDLANDS, June ?.—The Board of 
Freeholders met this morning and fin- 
ished their work for the present, the 
charter being turned over to a commit- 
tee for punctuation, after which it will 
be examined by a number of attorneys.

RIED TO ESCAPE 
AT THE JAIL DOOR.

SAN BERNARDINO OFFICERS SHOOT 
AT A FUGITIVE. 


Investigation into Condition of Char- 
tered Cities With a View to Changing 
Classification — Work on Redlands 
Trolley Line. 


SAN BERNARDINO, June 3.—A 
young man who gives the names of 
Elmer Thorne and W. P. Knott. whose 
true name is not known to the offi- 
cers, and who claims to be a traveling 
superintendent for the Harvey eating- 
houses along the lines of the Santa Fa 
Railroad, was arrested yesterday at 
Rialto on a charge of sending obscene 
letters through the mails. About 8 
o'clock last evening, Constable Rey- 
nolds arrived at the County Jail with 
Thorne in custody. As the constable 
turned to speak to another officer, 
Thorne broke away and ran down 
Court street toward D. The constable 
commanded him to stop, and fired two 
shots in his direction, but Thorne kept 
on running. Deputy Sheriff Seccombe, 
who was in his buggy. gave chase, as 
did others on foot. On D street, Thorne 
tripped and fell, and when he arose, 
seeing that further attempt at escape 
would be useless, he gave himself up 
and was locked up in jail without fur- 
ther trouble. He was arrested at the 
instance of Rialto parties. It is al- 
leged that he has been sending obscene 
letters through the postoffice at that 
place for some weeks, and the officers 
have been endeavoring to apprehend 
him. This afternoon the prisoner was 
given into the custody of Deputy 
United States Marshal H. T. Christian 
of Los Angeles and taken to that city, 
where he was later released on $1500 
bail.
